THE  GREAT  ADVENTURE 


A Brilliant  Comedy  by  Arnold 
Bennett. 

The  following  review  of  Arnold 
Bennett’s  novel,  “Buried  Alive,” 
from  which  he  made  his  play,  “The 
Great  Adventure,”  gives  a clear 
idea  of  its  entertaining  qualities. 

Clever  to  the  verge  of  brilliancy, 
Mr.  Bennett’s  “Buried  Alive,” 
which  now  reaches  the  American 
public  for  the  first  time,  is  at  once 
a story  of  and  a satire  upon  Eng- 
lish life.  In  plot  and  manner  it  is 
exceptional,  and  it  is  filled  with  a 
humor  that  makes  its  reading  an 
overwhelming  delight.  Its  plot  cen- 
tres around  one  Priam  Farll,  a fa- 
mous painter,  who  upon  the  sudden 
death  of  his  valet,  accepts  a tem- 
porary misunderstanding  of  identity 
and  allows  the  latter  to  be  buried 
in  Westminster  Abbey  under  his 
name  and  with  all  his  honors, 
henceforth  for  several  years  pass- 
ing himself  off  as  the  humble  Hen- 
ry Leek.  This  personage  had  lit- 
tle by  little  become  indispensable 
to  Priam  Farll  and  the  sole  means 
of  communication  between  Priam 
Farll  and  his  fellow-men.  “The 
master’s  shyness,  resembling  a 
deer’s,  kept  the  pair  almost  entire- 
ly out  of  England,  and,  on  their 
continuous  travels,  the  servant  in- 
variably stood  between  that  sensi- 
tive diffidence  and  the  world.  Leek 
saw  everyone  who  had  to  be  seen, 
and  did  everything  that  involved 
personal  contracts.”  Hence  it  was 
easily  possible  for  Priam  Farll  to 
assume  the  personality  of  another 
man. 

Countless  are  the  adventures  that 
beset  Priam  Farll  during  the  few 
years  of  his  masquerade.  He  read 
complacently  of  his  death,  his  bur- 
ial and  the  war  that  waged  over 
the  right  of  his  remains  to  be  in- 
terred in  Westminster  Abbey,  of 
the  will  that  bequeathed  to  Eng- 
land the  endowment  of  a great 
museum  of  fiction  and  when  the 
tumult  was  over  he  settled  down 
to  the  humdrum  life  of  a suburban 


resident  in  Putney,  taking  unto 
himself  a wife  who  is  certainly  one 
of  the  most  companionable  and  lov- 
able of  eccentric  creatures  that 
have  ever  walked  the  pages  of  an 
English  novel. 

But  Priam  Farll  was  an  artist 
and  a genius,  and  therefore  he 
could  not  remain  unknown  forever. 
He  began  work  with  paint  and 
brush,  and  sold  his  canvases  at  in- 
credibly low  figures,  always  with 
misgivings  that  some  day  an  ex- 
pert would  find  him  out.  As  he  saw 
his  first  picture  displayed  in  a to- 
bacconist’s window,  it  appalled 
him.  “He  wondered  that  he  could 
ever  have  dreamed  of  concealing 
his  identity  on  a canvas.  The 
thing  simply  shouted  ‘Priam 
Farll,’  every  inch  of  it.  In  any 
exhibition  of  pictures  in  London, 
Paris,  Rome,  Milan,  Munich,  New 
York  or  Boston,  it  would  have  been 
the  cynosure,  the  target  of  ecstatic 
admiration.  It  was  just  such  an- 
other work  as  his  celebrated  ‘Pont 
d’Austerlitz,’  which  hung  in  the 
Luxembourg.  And  neither  a frame 
of  ‘chemical  gold,’  nor  the  extreme- 
ly variegated  coloration  of  the  oth- 
er merchandise  on  sale  could  kill  it. 
However,  there  were  no  signs  of  a 
crowd.  People  passed  to  and  fro, 
just  as  though  there  had  not  been  a 
masterpiece  within  ten  thousand 
miles  of  them.”  But  finally  the  day 
and  the  expert  came,  and  amid 
scenes  that  with  little  exaggera- 
tion satirize  the  legal  procedure  of 
England,  Mr.  Bennett  brings  his 
story  to  an  end. 

There  is  Cause  for  infinite  mirth 
and  infinite  seriousness  in  “Buried 
Alive.”  But  it  is  a story  first  of 
all,  and  if  we  read  it  solely  for  the 
story’s  sake  we  shall  not  fail  to  be 
satisfied.  At  any  rate,  it  is  perfect* 
ly  evident  from  it,  as  from  “The  Old 
Wives’  Tale,”  that  Mr.  Bennett  is  a 
genius. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Priam 
Farll  of  “Buried  Alive”  is  renamed 
Ilam  Carve  in  the  novel.

First  acted  in  New  York  at  the 
Fulton  Theatre,  Sept.  27,  1916.  Its 
scenes  are  in  Belgium  during  the 
early  days  of  the  German  invasion, 
its  characters  are  a group  of  Ger- 
man soldiers  and  several  Ameri- 
cans. Its  story  tells  of  the  unpre- 
meditated and  unwilling  marriage 
of  two  of  the  young  Americans  at 
an  inn  in  Beaupre  while  the  Ger- 
mans were  overruning  the  town.  It 
contains  many  dramatic  situations, 
but  it  is  in  its  comedy  that  it  makes 
its  most  direct  appeal,  for  the  dra- 
matists have  sprinkled  their  play 
with  a most  diverting  mixture  of 
heroics,  sentiment  and  humor. 
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
